EDItTO# GAZeiTre: At an altitude 
of 5,000 feet above toe sea level, and 
surroutied by the snow-capped 
peaks of the Sierra, is situated one 
of the most charming aud prosper- 
ous Valleys in the entire west.

is situated in Lassen county, Cali- 
fornia, aud is known to geographers 
and consequently to the word, as 
Sierra valley. A ter leaviug Chat’s 
station, on the line of the Nevada

It is through 
this pass, Dame Rumor hath it,that 
an ensteru railroad will soon find 
its way to the Pacifis, a consumma- 
tion devoutly wished for by every 
raucher in the valley, and which 
for business reasous every resideut 
of Reno should as strenuously pray 
shall never be accomplished. For 
at least three-fourths of th? resi- 
dents of this valley purchase their 
supp!ies—agricultural implements, 
food, clothing, ete., from Reno, aud 
the remainiug one-fourth could be 
gathered into the fold were proper 
efforts made by the merebants of 
the Riverside town to secure this 


most desirable and valuable trade.

In common with every other val-

Notwith- 
standing this depiorable(?) state of 
affairs hundreds of acres of land 
now covered with sagebrush will 
pe cleared by next season, miles of 
fen iug put up, new machinery 
purchased, and residences im- 
prove l.

THE WATER QUESTION. 


The water question is a momen- 


tous one here, and when solved will 


make Sierra valley oue of the rieh- 


est and most populous: (for its siz-) 
in the countiy. Te valley is al- 
most level, its altitude at its east- 
ern extremity (Summit) being 
5,200 feet, and at Beckwith 4,870 
feet, the intervening country being 
almost as level as a floor. Ina 
good year the land is most product- 
ive, oats, barley and-wheat yield- 
ing on an average 380 bushels t» 
the acre, the nutri.ious bunch- 
grass and other native grasses flour- 
ish, while alfalfa, where propeily 
eultivated, yields such results as 
would aston:sh the farmer of the 
Meadows, were they 
known.

: which surround the valley. Some 


of the wells have proven veritable 
bonanza; to their owners, yielding 
as high, in some instances, as 300 
gallons of water per minute, but 
the mejority range from three to 
twenty-five gallons for that length 
There.are about 250 welle 
in the valley, although it has been 
stated to your corre-pondent that 
there are 2,000 here, but the former 
figures are no doubt correct. In 
some of the wells there has been a 
noticeable falling off in the quan- 
tity of water supplied, but this i- 
attributed to the fact that but few 
of the wells ere not “‘cased’’ more 
than twenty feet trom tne surface, 
the result being that many bave 
become clogged with the dirt whieh 
has caved in ia loose formations. 
The deepest well in the valley is 
1,040 teet in depth, the smallest 100 
feet, and the average depth is 800 
feet. The artesian well is slowly 
but surely solving the water ques- 
tion for the people of the valley, 
and unless the great subterrauean 
reservoir is exhau-ted, it is only a 
question of time when water spout- 
ing from thousands of wells will 
g adden the hearts of the farmers. 


A STORAGE RESERVOIR DISCUSSED. 

Several of the enterprising farm- 
ers, however, are not sati-fied to 
wait for the artesian well aud are 
discussing the feasibil.ty of, con- 
structing a system of-reservoirs iu 
the numerous canyons in close 


proximity to the furming lands. A 
noticeable instance of the grea’ 
waste of water is apparent ju the 
ease of Adams creek, which has its 
ad waters in Last Chance,a sec- 
tion of couatry unexcelled as a 
summer range fer stuck, and gen- 
erally becomes exhausted before it 
reaches its terminal poiot, which, 
in a hard winter when water ie 
plenty, is the Middle Fork of the 
Were the waters of 
this creek properly husbanded, the 
arte:ia li-borer would never 
have f emp'oyment, and in- 
stead of being twenty yeare behind 
the times Sierra Valley would uow 
be considered as the farmers’ and 
stockraisers’ Paradise, a distinction 
which its many advantages as an 
agricultural country aud its intelli- 
gent and wide-awake people justly 
entitles it to. It is the waste waters 
of this creek which the enterpris- 
ing men alluded to are coutemplat- 
ing impounding A natural res- 
ervoir is said to exist in Last 
Chauee, tbe distance from tbe val- 
ley being only eight miles. T. 
estimated cost is but slight, and 
thousands up:n thousands of gal- 
lons of water could thereby be
